Washington, D. C., March 3.—The President today transmitte.! to 
CongrcM I'ommiasiooer Oartield's report on the so-called “beef trust” 
The report is to the effect that six packing companius—lAxparuu ic Co., 
Swift i Co., Morris A (V>., the National Parking cnropah.y,\tUp fllchw.'irr- 
sehild t .Sulzberger eompany and the I'udahv Packing eogmlWiAlought- 
ered in the year l!Hi3 about 4'> jst n'ut of the total indtcHMi^ughter 
in the UniM States: that the average net profit in 1903 for thtee of the 
companies was 99 cents per liead; that the year 1902. instead of being 
one of exorbitant profits, was less jirotitable than usual; that during th.' 
months ~hen prices of beef were the higliest some of the leading packers 
were actually losing money on every head slaughtered. 

The ehangoa in the margin betaeen priivs of cattle and boef are in 
themaeivca no indications whatever of the change in profits. Mva the 
report 

Prices and conditions for the years 1902. 190.3 and 1904 are re¬ 
viewed, and the coiielusiuns are stall'd that the six companies Mpeciallr 
disentsed are apparently not over <apitalixed; that the pereentage of 
profit on the gross wlume of business is comparatively email, and that 
daring the years 1902, 1903 and 19tM Swift i Co.’* profits have not ex¬ 
ceeded 2 p<T cent of the Uilal sales; Cudahy & Co. is stated at l.fi per 
cent lor 1904 and 2.3 per cent tor 1902. 

With reference to privaui car lines in the packing industry it is 
stated that the profit is a very liberal one, a net retuni,of from 14 to 17 
per cent being indicated, bui, it is added, that reckoned on the basis of 
dressed beef transported, the profit would add but little to the coat of 
beef to the consumer. 

The'profit of one concern. Cudahy Packing eompany, on ita invest¬ 
ment in car* was as high as 22 per cent in one year. 

Further, it slated that the six principal pis'king roncema while they 
slanghtcrcd but 4.1 per cent of the total cattle killed in 1003, 
slaughtered nearly 98 (wr cent of the cattle killed in eight leading wes¬ 
tern flacking centejw; that tlicy control a very large percantaM of the 
trade in beef particularly in ihe east and thut they fumidt New York 
abont Tfi per cent, Boston more than 8.'i per cent, Philadelphia abont 60 
per cent, Pittsburg more than fiO and Balfimori about 60 per cent.

waynien. known as the beef trust, to the end that the public may be 
fully informed as to tiie soun-cs of their enormous profln and folia¬ 
tions’ of their colossal fortunes, and agreementa by which for a senera- 
tion they hare robbed both the purchaser and the consamer, to tne ea^ 
that legislation protecting hdUi may tie intelligently devised and that the 
light’of pulilicity. that light that is dcwiruetire of all tmaU and combina¬ 
tions, may be thrown upon the operations of this viciona and iniqnitoaa 
conspiracy.”

I-;——^ sioner Garfield to investigate and hi* report was a finding in 
favor of tlie trust. 

' "" The report is to the effect that six poking companies— 
Armour A Co., Swift & Co., Morris A Co., the National Parking com¬ 
pany, the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger company and the Cudahy Pack¬ 
ing company—alaiightereil in tlie year 1903 about 45 jier cent of the 
total indicated slaughter in the United States; that the average net 
profit in 1903 for three of the com|ianips was 99 cents per head; that 
t>*c year 1902. instead of being one of exorliitant profits, was less pro- 
'fitahle than usual: that during the months when prices of U“cf were 
toe highest some oi the leading packers were actually losing money on 
every head slaugiitcred. 

Tihe report in conclusion says that the National Packing company 
montioui'd b.s one of the “Big Six” is a merger of various packing 
plants, bill e.\cept for that concern there apjiears to be no general 
inlerownership of stock among the six principal companies- 

So all Theodore Roo.«evclt can do is to ask the pardon of the 
meat trnsl. 

.\iid yet the existence of the meat trust is plainly felt in the kit¬ 
chens of rioh and poor. 

-Vnd it is not the lack of cattle which causes the rise in values, 
fof tilts country supplies a great part of the civilized world with flesh 
foiKls. 

Nor is the expense of the packing house excessive; for in these 
plants the seientifle disposition of all material tends to utilize all the 
substances handled, and to ininimizt* waste. At the same time it is 
well known tliat workmen in the parking house* belong to the poorest 
p|id and most exploiteii laborers in'the country, and it is really a dis- 
grace to this country that the government has not taken some steps 
to change the barbaric conditions In the large packing houses, 

Sor is this all. 

By its “route” cars, which are perambulating butcher shops, it 
has di*stroyo<l the retail Im.siness of the small towns, and it ha* lieen 
known for a long time that the retail dealers iii the larg** cities arc 
simply ita agents. Its hii.ainess transactions amount to six millions of 
dollars annually and this business is growing with the natural in¬ 
crease of Ihe population. 

.\nd what shows plainly tlie nature of the trust’s exactions: While 
prktes wiltiin the Uniterl States have been advanced continually, tho*** 
charged European consumers have been adapted to the local state of 
each market. I’hcs, American meats are Cheaper in Is>ndon or Liver- 
I»ool or Dulilin than they arc in New York, Chicago or Milwaukee— 
the frozen me»U of .Anstralia necessitating the reduction. During the 
year 1901 nlumt a hundred millions of dollars worth of meats were dis¬ 
tributed by .Xmerican packers in the European markets, a fact which 
jiidic,ites no lack of range cattle. 

And yet the government of tbe United States is powerless against 
the trust. 

Why? 

Because the trusts (and in this instance Bie meat trust) are only 
doing what every business man does, not excepting even the smallest. 
The triuits arc in tbe business to make money, and they naturally try 
to receive just as much as possible for their goo^ Everr small mer- 
cliant does the same. The PRINCIPLE is the same- The MOTIVE 
-^thc dciiim to make as macb profit as postible—ia also the ■ ante. Tbo 
dtllcrcnce ia only that the trust does on a large ocale what ttie SMatl 
husinoa* meo do on a petty-ocale. The rate of profit for thr trust is as 
a rule not even as large as for the small hnsineaa nan, as the report 
has shown. Why then this general outcry? 

Because the trusia just by their greatnes.* have brouglit the evils 
of the (•ompetilive system clearly before the eye* of every one. The 
trusts have prt-ved that under the present indnstrial system a small 
number of capitalists have it in their power to decide how much meat 
and how much bread we shall eat, how mnch we shall spend for coal and 
how much for oil, liow nicely or how poorly we shall be clothed and 
hoiimKl—in brief, how well or how ill, how'tong or how short a time 
we shall live. , 

The alarm of the people is therefore esaily explainable. 

Tlie question ia only, what can be done? 

The day of the small bosines* man has gone. 

Tbe inanunoth factories, the great corporations, wilt never again 
be siqM'rseded by tiandworkers. 

Till* great machines will never vield toAsmall hand-tools. Elcc- 
tricilv, steam and many modem inventions have struck a death-blow to 
industry on a small scale forever. 

.And what other toInUon is there? 

.Shall we enact laws to regulate the prices which the trusts demand 
for their wares? That would be impoaaible under the present economic 
svsteni. It would be meddling with the rights of private piopertv 
, and the trust owners rightly would doclari* it to bo partial confis''ation. 
Moremcr it would not hdp, for the trusts would either bribe the of¬ 
ficials or in some other way prove to their saUafaction -that the prices 
asked are just and necesoary. This ha« jnst been done in the ease of 
the meat trust, and will bo done again in the case of the oil trust and 
any other trust. 

To rnin the trusts by special legislation would also be very dif¬ 
ficult. Plvcry increase of taxes would be followed by in increase in 
the price of the products controlled by the trasts. 

I.JW* treating them as oonapiraciea would be equally valueless- It 
is easy enough for tliem to prove that they are oarrying on their busi- 
ni*!** in exactly the same manner as other business men. Besides, there 
is no law, and under the present economic sywtcm none can he enacted, 
effeetuslly forbidding them to unite in one single finn- 

In short, a government which stands on the basis of the present 
economic systc'n is powerhaa against tbe trusts. 

And Die piiuciple of the trusts—concentration instead of division, 
c<»-operation instead of competition—is also a perfectiv correct prin¬ 
ciple and gives great advantages to those who avail theinaolvea of it. 
In other word*, to tlinse “who are in it.” 

The trusts are a benefit to those who own the trusts. Yet tbe 
trusts are large enough for the whole people to feel this benefit if the 
whole iwople should own the Therefore we contend that the 

whole people collectiTely—a* a nation—should take the place ef the 
tnist magnate* and become the .— 

owner of the trusts. P
